Where Ruin Ruled } 

The north end of the city, the water front, and the district known 
as Richmond, together with portions of the town of Dartmouth, across | 
the harbor, chiefly suffered from the effects of the catastrophe. | 
Houses, schools, churches, and public buildings were destroyed. 
Many publie buildings, factories, stores, railway stations and other | 
edifices are in ruins, The hospitals are filled and nearly every unin- 
jured private dwelling has been converted into a hospital,

tions steamer Mont Blane, inward bound from New York, which was

Conscription of Farmers 


Alarming Reports Reach Edmonton From Falher, Sturgeonville and 
Clyde—Farms From Which Thousands of Bushels of Grain Have 
Been Produced, Are to be Abandoned. 


Farms to the north-east, north-west and north of Edmonton are | 


bein® depleted of their young owners and are to be left deserted as a 
result of the enforcement of the Milifary Serviee Act, according to 


information which is being brought to the city by residents of these | 


lovalities. 
In the Falher district, which lies to the north-west, forty young 


farmers, who have proved up their homesteads and are each work 
ing from 75 to 100 acres, have all been refused exemption. 
The same condition prevails at Clyde, where twenty have been 


refused exemption, and at Sturgeonville ten have been turned down. | 


The farm production for which these men have been responsible 
runs into many thousands of bushels of grain, of which the Empire 
will beSdeprived. The developruent of these districts will also be 
greatly getarded usa result of the closing down of the farms.

Anniversary of Death of Benjamin Brain, Unde’ivated English 


| Champion 
| British boxing fans will today recall the vanished triumphs of 


Benjamin Brain, the undefeated heavyweight champion of England 
who was vanquished by death 123 years ago today. A fine tomb has 
been erected to commemorate the valor of the great Benjamin He 
became champion of England by defeating Tom Johnson, a porter 
from the London docks who had succeeded to the title after the 
death of Harry Sellers. Although Johnson was a great fighter, famed 
for speed, strength and generalship in the ring, he was no match 
for Brain in the championship battle pulled off at Wrotham, Kent, 
Jan 17, 1791, In the very first round Brain felled the champion, 
who was so badly shaken up that he lost the coolness that had before 
always distinguished him, Johnson, enraged, went at his opponent 
like a mad bull, which was exactly what Brain wanted, In a slug- 
sing match, such as developed, Johnson was no match for the bigger 
and stronger Brain, and at the end of twenty-one minutes of fight- 
ing Brain was the undisputed heavyweight champion of England. 
He was still at the height of his powers when he died on Dee 7, 1791.

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Men Strongly Resent 
Treatment Which They 


G. F. Pearson, Publisher of Halifax Chronicle, Sends S.0.S. 
Call to Jos. E. Atkinson, Owner of Toronto Star, and 
J. W. Dafoe, Editor of Winnipeg Free Press—Urges 
That Canadian Union Papers Unite in Cable to Soldiers 
to Be Published in All British Papers. 


LONDON, Ont, Dee 5.—The London Advertiser today publishes 
in an eight column front page layout the strongest evidence that the 
soldiers’ vote at the front end in England, is slipping from the 
Unionists. 

The Advertiser says: ‘‘The most striking seusation of the present 
political campaign came to The Advertiser last night when it was 
made known that the Canadien soldiers overseas are against Borden 
and an appeal to aid in the election overseas has been sent out to the 
Liberal Unionist newspapers of the country. 

“On Sunday G. F, Pearson, publisher of the Halifax Chronicle, 
a Unionist newspaper supporter, wired to Joseph E. Atkinson, owner 
of the Toronto Daily Star, and one of the fathers of the ‘Union,’ 
a statement to the effect that the soldier vote was to be cast, ‘very 
strongly against Union government.’ 

‘Mr. Atkinson at once took up the burden and sent copies of the 
‘8.0.8.’ to some scores of Ontario newspapers which were believed 
to be supporters of the Borden administration, 

“The Advertiser secured one of these telegrams and believing 
that the people should have a glimpse of conditions at the front and 
in England as they actually existed and not as the Borden press 
would have it appear, herewith gives its publication, 

“Mr. Pearson’s telegram to Mr. Atkinson which Mr. Atkinson 
passed on to other ‘union newspapers’ is as follows: 


Halifax, N.S., Dec 2.—Trustworthy advices received 
here from overseas indicate very strong resentment among 
the soldiers at the treatment which they have received from 
Perley and the headquarters staff. This feeling, coupled with 
war weariness, is likely to result in their voting very strong- 
ly against union government, Borden being -very generally 
condemned. What do you think of the idea-of Liberal news. 
papers supporting the principles of union government, join- 
ing in a cable message to overseas forces to the effect that 
our attitude has been dictated by our desire to back up the 
boys at the front and that we believe if returned to power, 
the union government will become an effective instrument to 
remedy the intolerable conditions which have so far obtained, 
This message to be published prominently in all the British 
papers. If you agree will you take the matter up with On- 
tario papers? Am wiring Dafoe, Editor of the Winnipeg 
Free Press. Please advise if possible what you think.
